The man said to be Oreer started in 
the direction of Cov.ngton with Mrs. 
Oleason, and the other man went 
towards Newport with her hust 

Mrs.Gleason was dragged into a field 

id eleven men closed in upon her, ten 
of whom were soon after arrested, and 
all of whom she identifies as having out 
aged her 

The parties arrested are George Greer, 
Matt Meiner, Ed. Ilendig, John Shannon, 
Frank Bushmiller, Frank Meiner, Hubert 
Miller, William Showerle alias "Eagle" 
Dumal, Henry Bushmiller and John 
Duhfoss— ten in all. 
All the accused live in Newport 
The officers express the belief that 
boy will soon capture the eleventh man. 
Mrs. Oleason. the victim of the out- 
rage, is but 17 years or age and had been 
arried but a few months 
Following the arrest of tbe parties 
they haJ an examining trial beforo Judge 
ett, who held them all to the Grand 
Jury without bail. 

A few minutes after tbe prisoners 
bound over, Circuit Judge Helm, into 
whose care they passed, directed that 
they be brought to the Mttysville Jail to 
avoi 1 the possibility of a lynching.

The Topeka, Kas., "Advocate," a recog- 
nized official organ of the Populist 
party, in a recent editorial, says: "The 
principal difference between the ortho- 
dox Populist and the Republicans and 
Democrats on the money question con- 
sists In the fact that he believes paper 
money of the right sort is as good as 
gold or silver, and does not need to be 
redeemed in either metal. . . . He- 
knows that the flat or the law written 
'on the coin (one dollar) is its commis- 
I slon and gives it its legal value, and he 
cares nothing about the value of bul- 
lion. . . . There is no more room in 
the bimetallic theory for ths flat idea 
than there is in the monometallic 
theory." 

The activity of the Gold Democrats 
In every state In which campaigns are 
in progress is attracting great atten- 
tion throughout the country, and is the 
occasion of much comment. It Is 
perfectly apparent that their strength 
has greatly developed as compared with 
last year, while on the other hand that 
of the Free-silver Democrats has been 
greatly reduced. Not only have the 
latter lost many of their own men, but 
they have also lost the support and co- 
operation of the Populists, who, in 
nearly every case, admit that the fusion 
of last year was a mistake, and that 
fusion in present or future years would 
be a still greater one. It is quite ap- 
parent that the Gold Democrats are

Of Domestie Merchandise in Au- 
gust the Largest on Record. 

A Decrease of Imports of About 
$10,1)00,000 Below 1896. 



Wasminoto.i. Oct. S.— The bureau ol 
statistics Issued tbe tables showing the 
export* and iinporU for August, the 
first full mouth under the now Uiritl 
law. These figures show for that 
mouth the l&rgoat exports of domestic 
merchandise of any August In the his- 
tory of tbe government. The exports 
were lr n ,4e* l ts>t, against IM.M9.M1 for 
August. ISM. For the- first eigh' 
moutht. of the year the exports were 
gol.31U.000 in excess of the first eigh< 
months of lSWO, so that the bureau of 
ticials believe that the exports this vear 
will far exceed those of last year, which 

the matter of exports. 

The value of all imports, dutiable 
and free for August was 130,848,819, oi 
which SlS.tVJii,t307 were free. These fig- 
ures show a decrease of about Sin.

"An Important feature of the gejieral 
Improvement In the silver Industry haa 
been the rapid Introduction of electrici- 
ty Into mining operations. The use of 
the electric light has greatly facilitated 
all processes carried on within the 
mine. Electric power Is also employed 
In hoisting ore nnd In pumping, with 
the very best results both as regards 
cost and convenience. Electricity can 
be transmitted long distances with only 
a small loss of power, and it is thus 
possible to use power at such adistance 
from its source ns would render It other- 
wise unavailable. The importance of 
this Improvement can be better realized 
when we consider that one of the 
greatest obstacles which mining, espe- 
cially In Mexico, has to encounter Is 
the difficulty of obtaining fuel for pow- 
er, owing both to the kick of transpor- 
tation facilities and. where these exist, 
to the high charges of hauling coal 
from the Uulted States. Where wnter 
power exists within a radius of 50 miles 
It can be used for the transmission of 



crushers nnd ventilators. 

"It is obvious that the results of this 
long series of improvements In silver 
mining und silver smeltinir have been 
greatly to lower the cost of producing 
silver. These Improvement* have doubt- 
less to some extent been accelerated 
by the falling price of silver, which they 
hnve also tended to produce. It was not 
to lie expected tlinf the great ndvamees 
which have characterized every other 
departmrntof Industry would not nfTect 
the production of silver, and it should 
he remembered that there is no reason 
to believe that this march' of improve- 
ment will be stayed. To take but one 
illustration: If the experiments In the 
utilization of the direct heat of the sun 
are ever successful the smelting of all 
kinds of ores will be completely revo- 
lutionized. The problem of fuel will 
have been solved. 

"The second and most important ele- 
ment of the production of silver is the 

the many large deposits of silver, prac- 
tically inexhaustible, left iu different 
parts of the world, and the probability 
.hat under new methods of mmicr and 
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tral and South American silver coun- 
tries. The miners' wages are pnid nnd 
most of the supplies are purchased in 
terms of the silver standard. DoBMStlc 
prices and wages have not varied with 
the price of silver, and by consequence 
the fall In silver has not affected the 
profit of mine owners to the same ex- 
tent as in the United Suites. This fact 
has placed mining operators in silver 
standard countries at an advantage In 
competition with their competitors in 
the United State* and Europe nnd has 
doubtless to some extent increased the 
supply of silver, though we should be 
careful not to exaggerate Its impor 
tance. 

"To summarize this portion of our 
study: We find that the increase in th" 
supply of silver, which has been the 
mnln cause of its fall in price, has been 
due to the application of improved proc- 
esses and appliances to a Bcries of ore 
discoveries extending over the last 30 
years, and that this advance of im- 
provement has constantly lowered the 
co6t of producing silver."
